ELECTION TACTICS. 

A news item appears in several 
papers to the effect that in view of 
possible tariff revision by the incoming 
liberal government, the McClary 
stove foundry and several other manu- 
fecturing industries of London, Ont., 


are curtailing operations and conse- 
quently throwing a number of men 


out of employment. This is a piece of 
election tactics worthy of the vampires 
who have bled Canada under the s0- 
called national policy for the past eigh- 
teen years. Before the election came 
off the MeClary Co. reduced the 
wages of a number of their men on the 
pretext that the mere danger cf tariff 
revision so injuriously affected their 
interests that they were compelled to 
cut down expenses, The idea was 
evidently to furnish an object lessox. to 
all voters employed by protected in- 
dustries as to the necessity of support- 
ing the protective policy by -supporting 
the vandidates who supported that 
policy. The lesson had its effect as 
the result of the London election show- 
ed. Where Hyman, the liberal candi- 
date, was considered sure of election by 
a large majority, with the able assis- 
tance of the returning oflicer he was 
defeated by 118. But so much of this 
nominal majority was seen to be due 
to the returning officer that there was 
no possibility of avoiding another con- 
test in the near future, Therefore the 
object lesson already given to the work- 
ing men of London had to be repeated 
with emphasis, as it has been. 

In the meantime the judge who has 
already achieved a national reputation 
by defrauding Mr. Hyman of the seat 
in a previous contest has by going 
directly contrary to the decisions of the 
other judges who have held recounts 
succeeded in saving the seat to the con- 
servatives by a majority of 41, a reduc- 
tion of 77 from that given Beattie, con- 
servative, by the returning officer. The 
point of difference between Judge 
Elliott’s decision and that of Judge 
McDougall in East York, is that the 
latter allowed all ballots which made 
clear the intent of the voter, while 
Judge Elliott threw out all that were 
not marked within the white disc. 
Both decisions were alike in that they 
gave the respective seats t2 —con- 
servatives. 

The freedom with which peopie 
exercise their intelligence in casting 
their votes is the basis of popular 
government. Take away or restrict 
that freedom and popular government 
does not exist. When manufacturers 
affect an election by a system of boy- 
cott which the law cannot touch, and 
when a judge defies the law as estab- 
lished by precedent ia order te give a 
seat to the candidate who was not the 
popular choice, it is high time for the 
people of Canada to consider “ where 
they are at,” and how much freedom 
they have left. The purity of pur- 
pose of our judiciary has been the 
pride and boast of Canada. But where 
two judges hold two directly opposite 
views ona certain point of law, which 
opposition results in the election of two 
candidates of the same side of politics, 
there is room for questioning either the 
purity of purpose’or the judicial com- 
petence of one or both. No doubt an 
election law under which such work 
can be done is faulty beyond reason— 
beyond the point up to which the 
framers could be excused for not know- 
ing its faults—but our judges hayo a 
duty not to exaggerate, but to minimize 
the faults of the law,—to translate law 
into justice, as far as possible, not to 
use even {ts weakness to perpetrate in- 
justice. It is necessary that the judi- 
ciary should be above objection, but it 
is still more necessary that it should be 
above suspicion, and where the two 
propositions clash,so much the worse 
for the-weaker of the two. 

The case-of boycott—or more correct- 


ly lock out—for political purposes by 
manufacturers is even harder to deal 
with in the last resort than that of 
partizan judges. They certainly have a 
right to dispense with the services of 
employees when they s9 please, and not 
less so because of the political effect 
which is the natural result of their 
action. This isa weapon which the pro- 
tective system is particularly fitted to 
employ for purposes of political aggres- 
sion; and its being a {weapon which 
can be used effectively against the 
general interests of the community a 
question arises as to how far an indus- 
try which forges and uses such a weapon 
against the general interests, should be 
treated, not as a legitimate commercial 
enterprise, but as a common enemy. 
There are interests to be served in this 
country besides those of the McClary 
or any other manufacturing company. 
Those interests—the producing inter- 
ests—are now in control of the affairs 
of the country. They do not wish for 
any quarrel with the manufacturers. 
Their policy is one of “live and let live,” 
but let there be no mistake, the accent 
is on the first word, and the question of 
what is entitled to be let live can be 
forced into prominence at any time by 
action such as has been taken by the 
McClary and other London com- 
panies. Canadian farmers would rather 
buy their stoves from McClary, Gurney 
and other Canadian makers than from 
anyone else. They make good stoves, 
suitable to the country, equa! to their 
competitors from anywhere. But if it 
comes down to a question of letting 
McClary and Gurney run this country 
or buying their stoves elsewhere—they 
certainly can, if they are forced to, buy 
elsewhere. These very estimable 
gentlemen should not forget that on 
the 23rd of June, they ceased to dictate 
the policy of the government of this 
country, and when they propose to use 
their protected industry—as they are 
doing—to shoot at the new government, 
they would do well to remember that 
this is one of the cases in which the tar- 
get can shoot back. They would also 
do well to remember that as they reduce 
the number of their bands employed 
they reduce their claim to the measure 
of protection which the new govern- 
ment is-willing to accord.

A DOMINION POLICY. 


The Toronto Globe in a recent issue 
discusses its idea ofa policy for the 
Dominion as follows : 

“ Now that the strain of party con- 
flict is relieved, it will be found that 
upon many points there is substantial 
agreement among thinking men ofall 
parties as to what ought to be done to 
place the affairs of the country upon a 
sounder basis. What conservative, for 
instance, would defend the gerrymand- 
er, or would deny that in the long run 
it would be better for all parties that 
the constitutiences should be fairly 
divided, and the precedent set of deal- 
ing with that matter in a judicial way ? 
Who desires acontinuance of the ex- 
pense and inconvenience of making up 
the lists and bringing in the vote un- 
der the Dominion franchise law? Yes- 
terday the balance of advantage under 
that system was with the conservatives; 
the change of government transfers it 
to the liberals, who will control its 
machinery as long as it exists, but the 
truth is that no matter whom it may 
help or hurt it is a public nuisance, 
which every honest man will be glad to 
see replaced by a fairer, simpler, more 
economic and more convenient plan. 
We may differ as to the blame which 
attaches to the retiring administration 
for the enormous in crease ef debt, ex- 
penditure and taxation, but we must all 
agree thai these have been growing too 
fast jfor population, and that earnest 
effort in the direction of simplification 
and retrenchment is demanded. None 
of us, as Canadians, can be satiafied 
with the degree of progress that has 
been made in immigration, in the 
settlement of the west and the develop- 
ment of its resources, its fertile prairie 
lands, the mineral wealth of northern 
Ontario and British Columbia. We be- 
lieve the prosperity of the country will 
be assured when the tide of immigration 
and investment of capital is once set 
fairly flowing in our direction. Much 
depends on gctting a fair start. Mere 
“booming” is not sufficient. The at- 
tention of intending immigrants and 
investors should be drawn to our op- 
portunities in an intelligent, truthful, 
discriminating way, to the end that 
every man who puts his money or the 
labor of his hand or his brain into a 
Canadian industry may become our ally. 
In a new country we must expect to

spend a gcod deal of money upon. rail- 


colonization and developmer3. Dat 
that very necessity isa reason why the 
money should be spent honestly and in- 
telligently. The mere fact that the 
people of some locality are clamoring 
for a particular work is no reason why 
it should be undertaken by the people 
of Canada—the test is whether it will 
benefit the country as a whole. To 
spend the public money upon a so-call- 
ed competing railway is usually a waste- 
ful and useless operation. Eventually 
owners: of the two lines will come to- 
gether and agree upon a common rate ; 
and in arriving at this they will endeavor 
to recoup themselves for the coat of 
the new line. If parliament can pre- 
vent this, parliament can render the 
construction of competing lines un- 
necessary by exercising its powers of 
regulating the rates. If the rates are 
fair the competing line is unnecessary ; 
if unfair, parliament should correct the 
abuse. Another prolific source of 
wuate is the subsidizing of ef a railway 
or the construction of a public work in 


fulfilment of an election promise, or for 


the purpose of making a minister or 
member “solid” in his particular local- 
ity, or of providing a profitable job for 
a contractor who is a liberal contributor 
to campaign funds. While this prac- 
tice goes on it is no wonder that as Mr. 
E. B- Osler says, the country is cover- 
ed with miles of rusty rails, represent- 
ing lines that have been built without 
due consideration of what the interests 
of the country require. We speak 
of these things, not by way of useless 
lamentation over irreparable loss, but 
in order to show how much room there 
is for improvement, how much better 
value the country may receive for its lib- 
eral expenditures on railways,canals and 
other means of development and com- 
munication. Even on the much-vexed 
question cf the tariff there is less 
difficulty than might be supposed in 
reaching ground upon which the great 
majority of Canadians would stand. 
The great majority of Canadians are 
neither free traders nor McKinley pro- 
tectionists. Ii is probable that they 
trouble themselves less with the 
theory underlying either system than 
with their practical effects ; just as in 
England the free trade movement owed 
its impetus not so much to the intel- 
lectual conviction that free trade was 
sound as to the crying grievance of 
dear bread. In Canada it is not easy 
to find so striking an object-lesson, for 
the simple reason that population is so 
sparse and providence so bountiful that 
food is much more abundant than in 
older lands. Where, however, the 
tariff compels the paying of an exorbit- 
ant price for any article of necessity or 
comfort, public opinion, without any 
serious division, would demand its re- 
duction. So it would be generally 
agreed that a tax upon the raw material 
of a manufacturer, hampering his bus- 
iness, leaving him less to pay out for 
wages, and thus causing either low 
wages or diminution of employment, is 
a serious evil, demanding an immediate 
remedy. On the other hand, the 
average citizen, seeing a large factory 
with a big wages bill, will be disposed 
to listen sympathetically to the manu- 
facturer’s plea that a moderate duty was 
necessary to keep it in operation. In 
our view, «8 nobody proposes to apply 
the principles of free trade to out 
tariff, there is nu reason why reform 
should not proceed along these practical 
lines, with the view of removing sub- 
stantial grievances and not of creating 
new evils by subjectingan industry 
which is ahowing healthy growth toa 
competition which it is not able to 
bear. It is against combines and 
monopolies and exorbitant profits that 
the movement of tariff reform is direct- 
ed, not against wages, not against the 
development of manufactures, not 
against diversity oi employment and 
not against the natural pride that a 
Canadian feels in the success of a native 
industry, We look upon the reform of 
the tariff as a means of putting new life 
into industry and commerce, of giving 
new opportunities for employment, and 
we believe the work will be carried’ on 
with those objects in view. We havea 
country capable of maintaining many 
times its present population in comfort ; 
we have confidence in its future; we 
would do everything to advance and 
nothing to retard the prosperity which 
we believe it is bound to attain.

A company to be known as the Winnipeg 
Live Stock Exchange is forming in Winni- 

eg, to do a shipping and export commission 
Seen in live stock. 


H. R. Foulkes, wholesale liquor merchant 
of Moosomin, committed suicide on Satur- 
day afternoon by taking strychnine. No 
cause is known for the rash act. 


At the great Henley Regatta last Tues day 
the Yale crew were defeated by the Leander 
inthe race for the grand challenge cup. 
Leander won by one and _ threequarter 
lengtha in 7 minutes, 14 seconds. The re- 
cord is 6 minutes, 51 seconds, 


Austria, notwithstanding that it is con- 
fronted by a big deficit, proposes to spend 
many millions for a new army rifle called 
the Waffe, weighing a little over six pounds 
and with twenty-six magazines containing 
130 catridges, Fifteen thousand rifles have 
been ordered outright. 


According to latest official reports, Cana- 
da occupies the proud position of being the 
fifth maritime nation of the world. On the 
Dominion registry books there are 7,262 
vessels, with 825,836 tons register. Two 
hundred and fifty new vessels were built 
last year. The value of the Canadian ship- 
ping is $24,750,000. : 

The whaler Hope, which has been char- 
tered to convey the Peary expedition to 
Greenland, has been docked at St. John’s 
Nfld., to have fitted the new propeller shaft 
which arrived for her by the steamer As- 
syrian from Glasgow. She leaves there for 
Sydney on July :0, and the expedition de- 
parts from Sydney on July 14. 


Cape Town dispatch of July 2. says: The 
massacres of white people in Matabeleland 
continues. Powerful chiefs are joining the 
insurgents, and an attack on Buluwayo is 
expected the next new moon, July 10. The 
supply of previsions there is short. The 
mounted infantry of the Colonial volunteers 
has left here for Matabeleland. Premier 
Sprigg predicts a rising of natives in the 
colony. 


Haz Mitchelli, the oldest Cretan chief, on 
the eve of his departure from London for 
Crete says that the Cretans have decided to 
fight to the last, the supreme fiight and be 
lost forever or else be saved. He himself 
has taken a solemn cath to fight to the end 
for annexation to Greece, The revolution- 
ary government committee has called an 
assembly, which will meet probably at 
Vamos. Great exultation is felt here at 
the victory gained by the Cretans over the 
Turks, 


AToronto telegram of July 6th, says: 
The Globe anncunces officially that tne tariff 
will not be revised in the, short summer 
zession but will remain unaltered until the 
early part of next year. The Globe further 
says that as the spoils system is at variance 
with the principles of the liberal party. No 
faithful and efficient employees of the gov- 
ernment will be discharged, providing they 
have shown political neutrality. No‘official 
announcement has been made regarding the 
new Cabinet. 


From advices received by the Australian 
steamer Miowera it new seems probable that 
the Queensland government will join New 
South Wales and Canada in granting a sub- 
‘idy to the Canadian-Australian steamship 

line. Capt. Bird, on behalf of James Hud- 
dard, the managing owner of the line, re- 
cently interviewed the Queensland govern- 
ment and it is said the government will 
recommend parliament to grant a subsidy of 
+6,000 per year for three years. The com-

_A London dispatch of July 7th, says ;

The opinion is expressed that 
even if the waters recede very soon the 
aggregate amount of loss will be consider- 
able. 


A telegram from Vancouver, July 6th, 
says: Bush fires are raging around every 
town on the mainland of British Columbia, 
and at Vancouver and other places fireman 
are kept busy night and day keeping the 
flames within bounds. Ten Bb psy ago last 
month this city was destroyed by bush fires 
so that each year extraordinary precautions 
ure taken. The fire system at Cumberlam®, 
B. C., was not so efficient, with the result 
that a business block and five isolated stores 
were burnt to the grotind last night. The 
danger at other places is serious and many 
special fireman are being hired to fight the 
flames in the ouiskirts of the settlement. 


As regards the eJection in Alberta there is 
little to be said. The liberals know as we 
do that Alberta is overwhelmingly 2onser- 
vative, and that it was really conservative 
votes which elected Mr. Oliver. We were 
beaten fairly by a good man, and we have 
got to take our medicine. 1f Alberta was 
bound to elect a liberal, we can frankly say 
there is no one of that party in the constitu- 
ency whom we would rather see elected 
than Mr. Oliver.

COMPARISONS. 


Moosomin, Assa., July 4, '96. 
Epiron BULLETIN. 

Sm: Would you kindly allow me space 
in your valuable paper to give the people of 
Northern Alberta an idea of how prosperous 
they are compared with the people ofall the 
country. I have travelled through from 
Saskatoon here. In the first place I wish 
to say that I left my farm 7 miles east of 
Fort Saskatchewan bound for Detroit, 
Michigan, on the 3rd day of June, 1896. 
As {far as Saskatoon erops looked good and 
people seeme:l to be satisfied and making a 
good living, getting fair prices for all their 
produce. Butas I come southeast along 
the Long lake and Kegina road things looked 
bad. Every crop I saw looked as if it. had 
not been inthe ground over two weeks. 
Some barley out of the ground, others from 
one to two inches high; and it is alla bare 
bleak open country. Some places they have 
to draw their wood 50 and 60 miles. No 
coal but what is shipped in on the railroad. 
It costs from $7 to $9.50 per ton and is not 
a bit better coal than what we can get just 
for the mining and drawing. Now we will 
compare prices. People here in Mossomin 
tell me that they cannot sell their wheat if 
touched with frost ever so little. Good 
wheat brings from 20c to 3i5c per bushel ; 
oats are no price, no market for them; 
eggs three dozen for 25c. retail; butter 10c 
per pound. And remember they have to 
herd their cattle and have no wood closer 
than 40 miles ; no coal closer than 90 miles 
and no gold at all. One man told me that 
he had seen farmers draw their garden stuff 
and potatoes in here over 30 miles, and as 
they could not sell it dumped it out on the 
prairie out side the town. Now Moosomin 
is no exception. It is the same all the way 
from Saskatoon here. Now let the peopie 
of Northern Alberta compare this with what 
they have. Lots df wood, lots of coal, and 
gold for digging it. A better market than 
they have here. And what do we find. Why 
that Edmonton district is the very _best 
part, of the Northwest and if those who in- 
tend to pull eut; would take my advice they 
would not leave it, for the; cannot find as 
good in the Northwest anywhere. The 
reason I write this is that quite a few have 
asked me to write and tell them if I struck 
any country I thought was better, and as I 
am not like the majority cf people who pull- 
ed out from there this spring I will tell 
the truth and do it ina public way, so as to 
contradict the stories they have been telling 
all the way along. I mean to write again 
to youfrom St. Paul, Minn., for I am fol- 
lowing the trail those people took all the 
way to St. Paul. Thanking you for your 
kindness and space in your valuable paper,
